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REMARKS 

This amendment is in fesponse to the Final Office At^<»i mealed January 22, 2007. 
Claims 6, 35, and 38 have been amended, claims 1-5 and 17-34 have been canceled without 
prejudice, and claims 43-59 have been added. Claims 6-16 and 35^5f axe presently pending. No 
new matter has been added. 

The Applicant thanks the Ei^adner for the telephotw teierview conducted with the 
Applicant's representative, Bnioe Sladlc, on March 22, 2007. Tl»s lojection of the claims over Carr 
and AUport was discussed. 

§103 Rejections 

Claims 6-8, 10, 11, 13, and 35-37 were rejected iail«f 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. PiatentHtt* 7,051,357 to Carr ("Caif) k1#Pirof U.S. Patent No. 6,097,441 
to AUport ("Allport"). Claims 9, 12 md 14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Carr in view of Allport fluther in view of U.S. PtrtentNo. 6,018,768 to UUman et 
al. ("UUman"). Claims 15, 16 and 38-42 were rejected imder 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Carr in view of Allport and further in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,485,221 to 
Banker et al. ("Banker'*). The Applicmt traverses these rejectkms. 

The Office Aeticm igifiettfs to misunderstand mm^Smaai fiom the preceding 
Response by viewing '*tel«visiaiLpK^^«tms'' and /trigger inltoNibii'' as a single term (e.g., in line 
1 3 of claim 6 in the precei&ig tbespetm). These tacms were 'me^iSisA to be separate and should be 
read in that manner. To assist in clarification, the present independcoit claims 6, 3 1 , and 35 have 
been amended and new indepeiwient claims 43, 52, and 55 have berai added. This amendment is not 
intended to be narrowing but is to clarify tiie subject matter of tlie liStiinei and to address any 
misunderstanding regarding the claim language. 

Independent claims 6, 35, and 38 recite "wherein the interactive video casting system is 
configured and arranged to allow the user to individually idm&fy as a user preference one or more 
television channels, Oxm the plt^ality of television chaaMls, fer vMcAi tri^er information will be 
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provided to a remote device for storage on Uie remote de\dce," C^tmis 43, 52, and 55 are similar 
except that instead of television c^u^o^ls, television programs mc iBdividually identifiable as a user 
preference. In other words, the interactive video casting system allows the user to individually 
identify, as a user preference, which television channels, or television programs, will have trigger 
information stored on the remote device. This allows the user to {»arSoni^ze the stored information 
and also can assist in assigoi^g ffi68M»y resources on the mnote itet^ice to information in which the 
user is interested. 

None of the cited r^mnces teaches or suggests lias Mi»ee. Carr discloses providing 
ancillary information for all of tfae tde^isaon channels to a receivlv. AUport discusses providmg 
embedded data to a remote control. None of the references, eiom cr in combination, discuss 
allowing the user to individually select those television channels, or television programs, for which 
trigger information will be stored on a remote device. A teachi^ of l^s type of user selectivity is 
absent from the cited refemnc^. 

Thus, the cited referents fall to teach or suggest every claim element. For at least these 
reasons, claims 6, 35, 38, 43, 52, imd 55, as well as the remainder Of the pending claims which 
depend therefirom, are patentable over the cited references. Tl^ A$0.cmt respectfully requests 
withdrawal of the rejections of ^lese dauns. 
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In view of the ^ve, msh of the presently pending claims in this application is believed 
to be in immediate condition for dlowEOice. Accordingly, the Exam^t^r is respectfully requested to 
pass this application to issue.
